Christmas Tree II Fire Hazard 


The Christm as tree is a potential fire hazard and caution 
should be taken in its selection, placement in the home, and 
m aintenance. 
lay safe by choosing a small one. There will be 30 million 
on the market. 
Keep the tree outdoors until ready to set It up. While It’s 
outdoors, occasionally throw w ater over it. 
This will keep it 
moist, fresh, 
W hen you bring the tree inside, cut the butt slantwise to 
open the pores, then stand It in a tub of w ater or moist earth. 
Be cautious of chemicals or other substances sold for fire- 
proofing" trees. In some cases this procos* is ineffective. 
In placing the tree, it’s best to avoid “hot spots” such as 
those near the fireplace, stove, television set, radiator, or electric 
bulbs. 
Never use untreated paper ornam ents or untreated cotton 
batting or gauze for decoration. Cotton and gauze can be made 
flam e-resistive by dipping in a gallon of w ater mixed with nine

Keep 
curtains and other flammable m aterial pulled back at least six 
inches from any electric light. 
Use non-flam m able decorations of glass or metal, and “fire­ 
proof” .«now in decorating your tree for Christmas.

you don’t soak the cushion. If th® 
spot remains, try warm water with 
•nap suds. This will usually clean 
nylon. If stains are stubborn on 
wool or rayon, rub gently with a 
good foaming-type cleaning fluid 
such as that used for rugs. 
Special stains: for grease, a 
petroleum based cleaning fluid us­ 
ually does the trick. For ice cream, 
first use cold water and then warm 
•oapy water. Chewing gum can 
be rubbed with ice until It hardens, 
then scraped off. All stains ar® 
easiest to remove when new\ 
If you have a leather-type up­ 
holstery, use warm water and soap 
suds for stain removal and for 
general cleaning. Shampoo the up­ 
holstery in small areas, wiping it 
dry with a clean cloth as you work. 
Never use harsh cleaners or 
bleaches, which are hard on leather. 
V acuuming and brushing fabrle 
upholstery once a month will help 
to protect it from the damaging 
effects of road dust.
